Sules” is an accepted fact, but 

t{Lese sales ure, as a rule, ihe 

result of overstocking, or a 
desire to replace old goods with 
new. They represent a comforta- 
ble economy jo the woman who 
takes advantage of them, as many 
@o. But the summer sales of 
winter furs are another phase of 
the subject, for they are not only 
Rew merchandise, but are really 
advance sales.

Scores of 
women are having their remodel- 
ing done, taking advantage of low- 
ered prices, and many others have 
been planning for months to buy 
their 1928 fur coat In the summer 
of 1927. The shops are staging 
their sales and are offering the 
most fashionable and desirable furs 
at a genuine saving. 

Advance Models Teil ‘The Story 


We are interested, whether a 
prospective purchaser or not, in 
tee furs that have been selected 
for making and trimming coats. 
Our interest may be directed to- 
ward a sports model, or one for 
afternoon or evening wear, or we 
may be considering the one cot 
that must serve our every purpose. 
Fashion may draw her lines smart- 
ly, In respect to certain furs for 
certain purposes, but necessity 
often erases those lines, 

Certain of the familiar furs retain 
their popularity—thelr dependahi!- 
ity accounts for this, Unless one 
Bas an unlimited budget, and can 
experiment with unfamiliar pelts, or 
familiar ones with enticing new 
Bames, she:is going to be sure 
Before she buys. There ts surety 
fn the skin of proven worth, so the 
mew will by no means outsell the 
old, alluring though the former 
may be. 

There are several things that 
must be considered in purchasing 
a coat, this winter. The purpose 
for which it is intended, the neces- 
sary durability; the style, even the 
eolor, all play their part. The 
womah who drives a car must 
ehoose a sturdier fur than the 
woman who is driven, the coat 
that will be replaced another year 
may be made of more fragile pelts 
than the coat that must see service 
@everal years. 


Furs Of The Sturdy Type 
For the all-purpose coat, or for 


the coat that is distinctly sports in 
{ts type, there are several service- 
able dependable furs. Raccoon and 
natural muskrat are the first choice 
for sports—it seems hardly neces- 
sary to make mention of the fact, 
they are s0 well known, Civet and 
beaver and nutria, as well as some 
of the ‘cat’ furs, are included in 
the lst that belongs, primarily, to 
the sports mode, 

If the possession of a fur coat 
{s a real luxury, and exceptional 
care must be given to its choice, 
then it is well to consider muskrat. 
Some of the natural muskrat coats 
are really beautiful, for the skins 
permit of clever working, and few 
have greater wearigg qualities. 
The muskrat coat is a wise choice 
for the woman who drives a car, 
which pleasure subjects a coat to 
no small amount of strain. 

Hudson seal, known to everyone 
as dyed muskrat, is also a com- 
paratively sturdy fur for average 
purposes. It is not a driver's coat, 
however, the garment made of the 
supple pelts that have been plucked 
and dyed black, making of it the 
most generally well-liked of the 
less expensive furs. Beaver and 
nutria and civet wear well, making 
practical coats and serving effect- 
ively as trimmings. 


Beauty In The Fragile Pelts 


Many of the skins decrease In 
wearing qualities as they increase 
in price, notable in this group are 
mole, chinchilla, ermine, and the 
ubiquitous squirrel, -which have 
real beauty and are to be consid- 
ered only when one’s purse war- 
rants. If a pelt wears splendidly, 
the original cost 1s not so im- 
portant—it {se when fragility com- 
bines with this element that a fur 
is a luxury. 

The real aristocrat of the fur 
kingdom, if one excepts the regal 
ermine, essentially an evening fur, 
is sable. The dark, rare skins, that 
come from Russia, are prohibitive 
in price, except for the woman 
with unlimited means. Skins with 
longer hair and Hghter in color 
are Jess expensive. Sable makes a 
royally magnificent coat, and 
scarfs employ single or double, 
even triple skins, 

Mink, the original cost of whicn 
is great, is a splendidly wearing 
fur. It {8 by no means the least 
expensive, yet the most practical, 
of the more costly pelts, and is, 
indeed, a possession. This com- 
pletes the list of best known furs, 
by which we mean those that have 
not been missing from the fashion 
roster for many seasons. Others, 
reappearing at intervals, become a 
whim of the mode. 


The Vogue Of Short-Haired Furs 


Fashion seems to like the short- 
haired skins, more especially the 
curly ones. Astrakhan is bidding 
for favor, we are comfortably fa- 
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miliar with caracul, Persian lamb 
and broadtail, but from this group 
on, there is mystery! There are so 
very many fancy names attached 
to pelts of the humblest origin, 
that one can only depend upon the 
relability of the house from which 
she makes her purchase for satis- 
faction. 

Imitations are so skilfully car- 
rie@ out that what seems, many 
times, to be a genuine bargain ts 
really anything but a bargain. It 
is far better, in the end, to be 
content with a reasonable saving 
and be sure of quality, as one can 
always be if the purchase is made 
from a relMable furrier. And when 
a fur coat of any kind {ts a luxury, 
there is only one course to pursue 
—seek such a merchant. 

Styles change with every winter 
season, but this year’s models bid 
fair to be of the sensible sort that 
will be a correct part of the fash- 
fon picture in winters to come 
They are straight of lMne with 
fancy collars—easily altered, if 
another season thinks diiferently— 
and novelty cuffs. There is a trend 
toward combinations of different 
pelis, showing contrast in color or 
skin. 


To Wlustrate This Tendency 


Two coats have been chosen to 
illustrate this flair for combination, 
the one keeping to short-haired 
furs, the other using a long-haired 
fur for contrast. The latter keeps 
to one color and indicates fashion’s 
fondness for black, which {s dom- 
inating all fashion. The skirt of 
the coat, cuffs and collar use the 
soft-textured long fur, while sleeves 
and the upper part of the coat are 
of short, curly fur. 

“Cats” of all sorts are in the mode, 
and in the second model the skirt 
and collar show their spots, while 
sleeves, cuffs and blouse are in a 
solid color. This coat has fulness, 
confined, loosely, at the waist, by 
a leather belt. The flair for com- 
binations of color and texture was 
bound to reach fur fashions. But 
another winter may relegate such 
a coat to the constantly increasing 
group of passe modela. 


Long Furs Trims Short 


The short-haired pelts seem to 
have a common fondness for fox, 
which is well-liked in the cloth 
coat group, as well. In the model 
illustrated we have another fav- 
orite, white on black, which is 
proving second in popularity to 
black, only. The sports coat, just 
as smart Jast year as it is tnis, 
and bound to be equally smart next 
year, is a tailored affair for its own 
practical purposes. 

One novelty coat is pictured—its 
adorably smart and different! Its 
lines could hardly be simpler, but 
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{t is brought into prominence by a

are cool, appropriate and smart, 
and Georgette is notably sensible 
fron the financial point of view.

A frock of flowered fabric, worn 
under a full-length coat, will solve 
the problem of a full day's pleas- 
ure when there {ts to be no op- 
portunity for a change.
